We shall not now express any opinion of the 
truth of these charges against the Catholic 
church, or of the wisdom of a. policy, which 
savers of the genius of the dark ages, when the 
sword of the warrior was reckoned the most po- 
tent ally of the sword of the Spirit. Our ob- 
ject is, merely to draw the attention of the 
anti-Catholics to a few things they seem to have 
overlooked. 

Native Americanism proposes the exclusion 

of all foreigners from office, both _Protestant 
and Catholic—and to extend the..probation of 
citizenship to 21 years, without regard to the 
faith of the foreigner. Now, a large portion of 
foreign immigration is Protestant; and no ob- 
jection is made by the classes of anti-Catholics 
referred to, against Protestant immigrants. But 
by uniting with Native.Americans, you inflict 
an injury-upon a very large class with whom 
you sympathise. How do you like this? 

Again—the measures proposed by Native 
Americans, will net in their results even ap- 
proximate the end at which you aim. If suc- 
cessful, they may exclude foreign Catholics from 
any direct influence over our elections—but 
they will not diminish their influx into the 
country. You assume that generally the Pro- 
testant immigrants are more intelligent and 
in better condition than the Catholics—this is 
probably true in regard to Catholic immigrants 
from Ireland, for there the atrocious misgovern- 
ment to which they are subjected, naturally 
produces ignorance and vice. But, allowing all 
this to be true, then the measures just.#eferred 
to, would most probably diminish thé: number 
of Protestant, without at ail affecting the num- 
ber of Catholic immigrants. .What would be 
our condition in such an event? | Year after 
year these strangers would aecumulate‘on: our 
shores, where the first lesson they would learn 
would be, deep hatred to the Protestants, to 
whom they would ascribe their disabilities.— 
They would have no motive to identify them-! 
selves with the country; toacquaint themselves 
with its institutions. Strangers in a hostile 
land, here only to escape the pains of -starva- 
tion at home, they would constitute an army of 
mercenaries in our midst—a fire-side, foe—a 
hot-bed of sedition—most. liege subjects of a 
foreign potentate—fit materials for mobs, in- 
surrections, and foreign machinations. Would 
they cease to build churches, because excluded 
from the ballot box? Would they. quit: prose- 
lyting, because incapable of holding office ? 
Would they love the Pope less because of this 
display of the tender mercies of Protestants ? 
Sit down, and tax your ingenuity to devise a 
scheme for rendering their Catholic prejudices 
adamant, for converting their dislike of Protes- 
tanism, into deadly, enduring hatred, for ma- 
king them perfectly submissive to the Vatican, 
for turning the whole current of their natures 
into unutterable enmity to our country and to 
our institutions—and could you contrive a 
means more exactly adapted to these ends, than 
Native Americanism, permitting them tocome 
to our fire-sides, and then, under the influence 
of the undisguised jealousy of Protestants, ex- 
cluding them from all rights of citizenship, 
cause of their religion? 

We say nothing of the bafbarity of such a 
policy—nothing of its antagonism to the whole 
spirit of our institutions and our religion,— 


for the laat fifteen years. During that period 
a vast amount of information on the best mode 
of disposing of slavery has been accumulated 
from the diseussions in the free States. Why 
should not the friends of Liberty in the slave 
States take measures for spreading it before 
their fellow citizens? They are their neighbors 
—they know how to approach them—they can 
dress the truth up in their own style. Suita- 
ble tracts and papers, containing facts, well 
arranged, with judicious comments, could ‘be 
cirgulated without harm among slavehold- 
ers and other citizens in these States. Let 
them prepare their own tracts, or select from 
those already prepared, such as they may deem 
appropriate. Bi 

Again—wherever they can, let them take 
the question to the ballot box, and if our experi- 
ence in the free States is worth any thing, let 
them take it there, on its own distinct merits.—. 
Beyond all cavil, in the slave States, it is, it 
must be, the paramount question. Do not mix it 
up with other questions, Do not commit it to 
the keeping of either of theold parties. If on the 


than the other, you become its ally, the other 
party is at once converted into a bitter foe.— 
By preserving yourselves clear from both, in a 
distinct, independent organization, you place 
yourselves above suspicion of party-trickery, 
you secure for your great enterprise its proper 
position, you command for it the sympathy 
and respect of candid men of both parties, and 
all parties, who are at all inclined. to anti- 
slavery views. 

These are mere hints to our friends in the 
slave States; not thrown out in the spirit of 
dictation, but under the influence of a most 
fraternal sympathy with them and their posi- 
tion.

That we do not propose by legislation 
to divest foreigners of any rights already ac- 
quired tinder our existing laws, but that in our 
opinion the rights of citizenship to be extended 
thereafter, ought to be so qualified as to deny 
to their recipients the privilege of holding 
any office of trust or profit under this govern- 
ment. 


That is the creed—twenty-one years proba-

majority of immigrants is concerned: and the 
exclusion of foreigners hereafter naturalized, 
from the privilege of holding office! Here 
then we should have an accumulation of for- 
eigners at the rate of a million every ten

We have often heard it said; that “Ohio isa 
free State, that Slavery does not exist here, and 
that we ought to let Slavery alone.” That 
Ohio is constitutionally a free State “is admit- 
ted, but that many of a citizens, and the ad- 
ministration of her Government are under-the 
influence and ‘control of the. slave power is 
equally clear; that her citizens and officers 
ought to “let slavery alone,” is not denyed: but 
as this is not the case, we pray the Legisla- 
ture to provide by law for the attainment of 
this desirable object.

Jamaicas-Its Past and Present State, 
“Turn all the slaves loose! Devote the South 
to blood, fire, and servile war!” “Such are the 
exclamations which rise spontaneously on many 
hps when they hear of emancipation.” With 
this sentence begins an article in the last num- 
ber of the New Englander. It is a review of 
James M. Phillippo’s work, on “Jamaica—its 
past and present srate.” Mr. Philippo was resi- 
dent some twenty years in that Island asa Bap- 
tist missionary; and his book was published 
about a year since. He gives the results of 
slavery and of emancipation, both having pro- 
duced their legitimate fruits under his observa- 
tion: 
‘The reviewer first devotes several pages to 
showing that emancipation is safe, and he rests 
his main argument on.“thistorical facts.” By a 
reference to the countries in which slavery he 
existedyhe shows that great and imminent per- 
il has.attended the existence ef such servitude; 
and that entire safety, with other good results, 
has been the consequence of*emancipation.— 
fer facts he takes us rapidly over the history of 
slavery and emancipation in the Roman empire, 
in. England, in Mexico, in Colombia, Guada- 
loupe and St. Domingo. Information of an ex- 
ceedingly interesting and important nature is 
brought to view, and the position above taken 
is fully established. ‘The writer forcibly refers 
algo to the peace and industry which reign in 
the British. West India islands, and this is con- 
trasted, with.Cuba, where slavery reigns, and 
where has. “just exploded one of those out- 
breaks which must occur in slave lands as sure- 
ly as the volcano must throw off its accumula- 
ted fires.” 
From an examination of Mr. Philippo’s work, 
the reviewer finds that instead of indolence so 
often charged as the inherent vice of the negro, 
there has sprung up in the Jamaica freedman 
Ned by the toil which the 
whip ofslavery could extort. Within six years 
the emancipated-blacks on that single island, 
have purchased over 100,000 ucres of land, and 
erected 3,000 houses, and paid in cash for these 
properties about $850,000. One of the Jamaica 
magistrates says: “It is wonderful how much 
has been éccomplished on the island, in build- 
, planting, digging, and making fences, with- 
out a cessation of labor un the part of the popu- 
ation. « The reason was, that’ emancipation 
slavery, to new hopes, new desires, and 
new responsibilities, strengthened the exertions 
of the negro. In one parish there are now (1840) 
7,340 persons—emancipated slaves—who have 
become frecholders and pay taxes.” ‘The re- 
viewer asks, “Could even yankee enterprise have 
done more, in the circumstances?” a 
A calculation it appears was made by the Earl 
of Elgin, at the estate of Joseph Gordon, Esq., 
showing the comparative expense of cultiva- 
tion by slave and free labor. The result was, 
that the cultivation of single acre with slave 
labor costs £6, while with free labor: it costs 
only £23s.9d. ‘The comparative value of tie 
productions of the island is thus stated. The
